Theſe are the 
Implements you muſt furniſh yourſel 
with, and are as neceſſary to you Oc 
cupation, as Tools to a Mechanick.

it to be taken up by certain Porters 


that follow'd him in, and went clear 
way with it; the Steward, and all the 
relt of the Cardinal's Servants, being at

When the Emperor of Germany makes 
bis publick Entry into any of the Im- 
perial Cities, it is the Cuſtom that the 
Deputies of the ſaid Cities preſent him 
with certain Gifts in Congratulation of

Shews and Plays to delight him; and 
all the Courtiers who were then in the 
Emperor's Chamber were ſo intent up- 
on the Sport, that all the Windows of 
the Room were fill'd. But one among 
them, pretending. to give way to 32 
greater Perſonage than himſelf, left the 
Window, and went towards the Cub- 
board; and ſeeing all was clear, he 
put his Hand into a Cup that was gi- 
ven, taking thence a Handful of Gold, 
and putting it in his Pocket, affurd 

_ himſelf he might carry it off undiſco. 
ver'd. But the Emperor, who feem'd 
as if he minded nothing but the Sport, 
took heed of ſomething elſe; for he

wore on his Finger a Ring ſet with a 
Stone ſo artificially cut, that by Re- 
fection it would ſhew whatever was 
done at a Diſtance ; and he caſting his 
Eye on this Stone, look'd where the 
pilkering Courtier little expected.
